1. The greater part of the area of the threo subdivisions still presents a bare unculti- 
yated surface; but in places where the rainfall, reported in my саа of the 4th of May, 
was sufficient, there are signs of young crops, I find cotton plants, jancra, sugarcane, and 
foe, have all been sown in the lands about Putraheo, and south about Nirputruggur. The 
Tinfall in the southern parts of Durbhunga was greater than in tho north, and the cultivators 

fave been able to do more than northwards in ploughing ond sowing. In the Gangdar 
Ам makai and mara have ben Circle 2,ths fell.” Wherever I have come across irrigated 
wildy sown in the Sectamurhee sub- patches in the more sandy soils, I have been much struck 
division. with the vigorous plants of Indian-corn and rice, showing 
as it does what a change might be effected in the agriculture of these distrossed tracts by à 
system of canals, Although quite alive to these advantages, the population seem incapable 
any exertion in their own behalf to secure the benefits of irrigation, Running to tho 
north-east of Putrahee, there is a mountain stream which meanders through a score of villages. 
Thore are also the remains of an old bund and a cut channel to divert the water to the higher 
lands, By the merest chance a ryot let fall an observation, that if the bund were repaired, 
what crops they might have? This led to the discovery of the channel and to the old head- 
works which the circle officer is now repairing. Thero was no uso to take tho initiative among 
«the ryots, and therefore the people of many villages were quite prepared to forego their crops. 
Noone would even take the trouble to tell the relief officer, distant three miles, of the benefit. 
that might arise from this work.

6. Public Health and Condition of the People-—The publie health is ev here 
most human ailments spring фот the stomach, Short commons appear to Lave tay et 
effect. I hear neither of cholera or fever; from au epidemic of either I fear the mortali 
would be very great, acting on a weakened system. The condition of those on charitable 
relief has everywhere improved, except in the oases of that very numerous class, both of men 
and women, who will not fatten. I find some of the 1nost pitiable looking objects 
those who have now for weeks received food such as they never before, in the courso of thee 
lives, regularly received. 

7. As the relief officers get their circles better organised, they ore enabled to transfer 
other circles ns on charitable relief who have emigrated from their villages. The, 
transfers disclose what precarious lives many of the poorer classes must lead in the best of 
times. The class to which I specially refer are erally old women, with a grandchild or 
two. Their worldly possessions are a dilapidated hut, and their ordinary existence depends 
on chilling grass for some neighbour's cow. 

8. "This olass first come on to the hands of the relief officers, and the pinch for food 
is now gradually working upwards amongst the agricultural classes with small means. Ido 
not mean to infer that they are starving, but that many persons who have hitherto existed 
on their own means are now glad to receive charitable relief. Their numbers may be 
expected to increase for the next two months till the patches of Indian-vorn ripen. In the 
Bundhur circle it was found that persons had too indiscriminately been brought on to the 
charitable relief. These lists are now being revised.

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11. The question as to whether ‘Tirhootia Brahmins would work on the tanks ог not 
has been solved through the exertions of Pundit Ajadhyapershad, relief superi of 
This officer really deserves great credit for the way in which he has broken through 

а long-established caste prejudice in this district. Himself a Brahmin, he collected a number of 
her Brahmins, and handling the spade himself, practically demonstrated that at any rate he 
had no fear of losing his caste. I was present on two or three occasions when the Pundit took 
tho initiative ; and it was interesting to watch tho better class of Brahmins in the village who, 
poth in words and in manner, evinced their dislike to the whole proceeding, precept, the example, 
of one of their own caste with the prospects of bettering their condition, gained the day,— 
пе, then another, took up the same spade and turned the soil, the spell was broken, and the 
number on the works are daily increasing. ‘The last return shows 221 of this caste, of whom 42 
are women. To prevent all sensational stories based upon this circumstance, I should state 
that these persons, both men and women, are of the very poorest class. I hope to see this 
innovation spread to other villages und other circles. For how to utilize this numerous 
class of poorer Brahmins in times of scarcity, has been one of the difficult problems connected 
with tho famine. With the exception of these Brahmins and a fow elderly and weakl 
persons, the whole labor in the Naraya sub-division has been organised on piece-worl 
Diem. ‘There is now a difficulty of getting able-bodied persons on daily wages unless at 
very high rates. 

12. Thé rates in the Poopree circle are lower by one anna than elsewhere; and even at 
the rate of 5 annas per 100 cubic feet the laborers are fast making money. There are 120 
tanks on task-work system, and three rouds and a tank on the daily-wages system.

A.—SraTE ov THE Country, 


Abundance or scarcity of supply in the Bazar.—Private trade has been more active than 25 
ever, and while there has again been a large increase in importations in the Sewan Sub- ji 
division, there have also been heavier imports at Revilgunge. The interval carriage of grain 
was temporarily obstructed by the measures taken to procure carts for Tirhoot, in compliance 
with an urgent demand of Government, but it is hoped that now that no more carts are 
required for Tirhoot, the bazars will again everywhere be adequately supplied 

2, In the Sudder Sub-division during the fortnight, the private importations were at 
Revilgunge 96,300 maunds, of which 18,000 maunds were rice, 11,800 wheat and barley, 
10,700 maize, and the rest other grains; at Dooreegunge 4,903 maunds; and at Moharajgunge 
1,299 maunds ; while the imports from Chumparun were 405 maunds, The exports of grain 
to Tirhoot and Chumparun amounted to 12,711 and 3,895 maunds respectively,

the range of famine prices will be reached—the presence of the Government stocks havi 
effectually prevented the creation of am artificial famine. That the physical condition of tke 

ple has remained good is—it cannot be too often repeated—solely due to the action of

gr. Francis Murray of Burboga) writes: “If you asked me to stop the works out here 
or a few days, and then came out to look at them, the day they were re-started you would see 
skeletons enough.” As the general poverty of the people of this district seems scarcely to 
be realized, and the necessity for relief on the scale given is apparently doubted by some, the 
following extract of a letter from an independent observer, and one whose humane exertions 
in the cause of the people throughout the present troublous times cannot be too warmly 
praised (I refer to Mr. Donald Reid of Suddowab), may bere be quoted :— 

“ As is already well known, the paddy crop scarcely gave more than a 2.16:hs ont. 
turn, This failure paralysed the whole district, "The maize crop had proved an average one 
certainly, but the unpecunious ryot had to sell most of it at the beginning of the seasoy to 
pay his rent and settle old accounts with his mabajun. He parted with it at 10 kateha 
passeries, equivalent to 36 pucea seers for the rupee, and a month or two afterwards, bought 
the same grain Lack at 18 pucca seers to the rupee, with money obtained from relief works 
factories, opium advances, &e. The produce of the rubbee crops, had to be sold also to settle 
rent accounts, The little money realised from the opium probably went the вате way, Бо 
when the Sarun ryote great stand by, the paddy crop failed, matters would have gone very 
hard with him indeed, if Government bad vot adopted the benevolent and active measures it 
has undertaken, The masses of the people in Sarun, even at their very best, are a poor, and 
sorry lot, always in difficulties; always in debt to their muhajuns. High prices mean famine 
to them—poor creatures, When they ean just pull along with grain selling at low rates, I 
mean at 30 and 36 seers to the rupee, is it possible that they would have existed long with 
grain selling at a little above famine rates, even at this early part of the season.” 

18. Mr. Hudson writes from the Mustakh Sub-division as follows: 


The proportion of bad cures of emaciation which I have seen is not large; but I 
have seen quite sufficient (us on the tank st Aujanee near Chetan Parsa, lor instance) to 
afford clear proof that, but for the relief works, we should have had to report numerous cases 
of starvation. 

“The people appear to be in much the same condition as during the past fortnight; but the 
mew action of Government in respect to tbe distribution of the grain, has caused a great 
stir amongst them, For the past week they have assembled by hundreds daily at this place, 
bringing up petitions for advances some singly, some in knots of two or three, and others in 
companies of 20 to 50 from the same village. At present it is very difficult to deal with 
them, as they have the greatest antipathy to union, and all want to obtain assistance 
piece meal, if not singly, at any rate by “tolaly” and “ puttees.” But I am gradually getting. 
‘them to fall into the Government plan, and to adopt a uniform procedure. То show the 
pressure of work bere caused by this new gmin movement, I may observe that thero are 
mow some 14 independent Mookhteears estallished here, earning and living by writing the 
applications, copies of jummabundees, and othr documents necessary to be filed by the appli- 
cante, I must also bring to notice that the puwarees hold aloof from this business to a man; 
and that the ryots complain generally that ће maliks are them, and that the put- 
warees will lend no assistance to the proceeding unless forced to do so”

‘The following is from Mr. Rattray’s report under this head :— 


“From the reports of thé relief Superintendent and from my own observations, I find 
that the condition of the people, and the state of the country, is much the same to what 
jf was last month Ample work is being found for the poorer classes on the public roads 
ani tanks ; and no deaths from starvation have been reported from any of the relief circles, 

“The relief Superintendent Syed Amir Ahmed, who has just returned from an inspection 
of the relief circles in thana Darawlee, informs me that the people in that part of the 
gub-division are not in distress, owing to the favorable outturn of the rubbee егор. The 
poorer classes are pinched for food, but the relief works in hand are ample, and no want is felt.” 

15. Mr. Hodgkinson makes the following report of the Hutwah Subedivision :— 

«Distress among the people is increasing, but with the exception of professional 
beggars and persons incapable of work from disease, hardly any bad cases have come to 
notice notwithstanding the inquiries made. The physical condition of the people generally 
> hardly worse than in ordinary years. Smallepox ie, however, committing ereat ravages, 
Tn the selected st: ‘istical area, containing hy the Census 22,665 people, of which Hutwabh is the 
centre, there were in April, 86 deaths, of which 57 were from small pox alone, The mortai- 
ity from all cases is equivalent to 46 per thousand; and the mortality ftom emall-pox 
alone to about 30. Ав I have no reason to think that this locality is suffering more than 
other parts of the Sub-division (I believe the disease is even more prevalent towards Bhorey 
and Kuttaya), the total mortality from this disease in the Sub-division, of 3,50,000 souls, was 
probably between 800 and 900 in the month of April alone.” . 

46. Known cases of misery and starvation.—There bave been no such cases reported, 

17. Grain thefts or Robberies,—There have been 4 cases of grain thefts during the 
fortnight. 

18. Condition of any special tracts.—My chief anxiety is still with regard to the 
Bassuntpore thana, though Masrukh also is badly situated; and from Pursa, too, the Moonsiff 
tere reports that serious distress is likely to issue before long. But, with the exception 
indeed of the Dighwara and Darawlee thanas, it may be said that there is no part of the 
district where serious distress may not be apprehended in the future.

Mr. Lennox had exacted 150 enbic feet as the out- 
tora of piece-work instead of 100 feet as directed by the Executive Engineer, and had appa- 
mntly disregarded the distinct order of Government that no one was to be driven off the 
works, and the consequence was that the coolies all left in a body, Luckily, Captain May and 
‘he Superintending Engineer, Mr. Pothecary, were soon after on the spot, and I am informed 
that the people now that they know that piece-work will not be enforced, are gradually return-

20. With reference to the small number of people employed on the Hutwah works 
compared with the numbers on the relief works in other parts of the district, Mr. Hodgkins.” 
attributes this result to the difference of system prevailing on the works in his sub. 
and in the rest of the district, and infers that the system adopted outside bis sub-division 3 
unduly lax and attracts persons not really requiring relief, But while this inference ignores 
all such considerations as difference of rents, laxity or severity in collections, comparative 
density of population, and lastly disproportions in the numbers of the different’ clisses, oom. 
posing such population (there are threo times the number of laboring classes living in the 
rest of the Sewan sub-division that reside on the Hutwah estate)—as a matter of fact thera is 
no such great disparity in the numbers on the Hutwah relief works, when compared with those 
employed in the rest of the Sewan sub-division, the numbers in the last-named tract at the close 
of the fortnight ending on the 2nd May, being just one per cent. in excess of those employed 
in the Hutwab sub-division, That the rates paid for labor have not been unduly favorable, 
T may be inferred from the circumstance that on the daily wage system being first introduced on 
the roads, the Noonneahs employed on them struck work. "That the works do not attract 
p? people unnecessarily is shown by the fact that though relief works have been provided all over 
the distriet nnd one and the same eystem prevailed, yet in parts where the rubbee erops have 
been good, as for instance in the Darawlee and Dighwara thanas, the numbers coming on 
the works have been few. This effectually disposes of the argument that relief works in any 
year would attract crowds, as if so attractive, clearly the attraction would be general, Again, 
if attractive, the people might have been expected to rush to them at the outset, whereas the 
increase in the numbers has been gradual—clearly proving that it was only as the continued 
pressure of high prices began to tell upon larger numbers of the population, that the people 
were driven to (ће works in constantly increasing numbers, It is strange that in a country 
where pride of birth and distinctions of rank so extensively prevail, there should be any one to 
believe that people of all classes would accept the degradation of even appearing to labor on the 
public roads unless driven there by necessity.

B.—Apvances ro Private PARTIES AND THEIR RESULTS. 


25. There were no advances made during the fortnight for purchase of grain for sale or 
for support of ryote, either in the shapé of money or grain advances. But Rs. 1,290 have been 
advanced for purchase of seed-grain and plough cattle, while an account of the quantity of grain 
advanced to ryote, &e, is shewn in a separate statement under Government order No. 83TF, 
dated 80th April 1874. For land improvement, Rs, 13,491 have been advanced during this 
period, making up the total on this account to Ks. 1,03,633 ; and Rs, 55 have been paid for 
apport of one's self and family. 

96. On the subject of the prices of Government grain Mr. Rattray writes in one of his 
diaries as follows :— 

« People have asked me if they would be allowed to purchase grain from Government for 
sale to the local traders with-a view of making a profit on the transaction, as Government rice 
js selling at 16 seers and the market price is 12 seers for the rupee, It is much to be feared 
that the difference in price will defeat the object of Government, and that grain advances will 
be taken for speculation in the market, although doing good indirectly so far that it will bring 
about a fall in the price of grain." 

‘At an interview with Mr. Rattray, he also informed me that the Sewan Buniahs said 
that if the Government rice was to be advanced to ryots in large quantities at 16 seers for the 
rupee, private trade would be seriously checked. “With reference to the large quantities of 
grain likely to be advanced in this way, I certainly am of opinion that there is risk of 
private trade being injuriously affected by the maintenance of the present cheap rates, and I 
would, therefore, recommend that while the rate of 16 seers is maintained for the laborers on 
the relief works, it be raised to 13 seers for grain advanced to zemindars and ryots.

In the Motihari Sub-division (No. 1) no change requiring notice has taken place in 
the state of the bazars since the Inst. report, except that Government rice is now plentiful 
and that maize and wheat havo disappeared us articles of sale, Mr. Oldham gives the 
following account of hissub-division :—* Many petty zemindars, village farmers, and mahajune 
still hold considerable stocks untouched, meant not only for their own consumption, but to be 
advanced to cultivators as soon as the tangible security of a growing crop is to bo seon, 

“The ryots, too, havo larger stores than would be supposed. A recent fire disclosed that a 
man who was — the northern relief works at subsistence rates, had 20 maunds of 
grain in his house. It is obvious everywhere that the chief object they all have now in view 
is to maintain n sw ut reserve to enable them te carry on their cultivation at the proper 
season, and that they are making every effort to accomplish this aim. No rain fell durin 
the fortnight, The state of the erops remains unchanged—that is, what littlo millet has bo 
irrigated has beeu saved, the remninder lins been lost.” 

Tho good done by the shower of rain which was reported in the last Narrative to have 
fallen in the north-east of the sub-division, was very slight. 

As regards tho condition of the people, Mr. Oldhum writes : “ No change is observable 
except a general excitement consequent on the opening of the Government stores, and that 
the people are now e lere clamorous for advances. I have been the best part of the last 
week in the heart of the sub-division, and through many of the worst off villages, and I 
have seen no further cases of misery or want. Tho old woman descri 
narrative as having been brought to Ramgurwa Hospital in the last stage of omaciation, died 

ingering over а week. The Hospital Assistant says that this was a starvation 
death. "The subject was exceedingly old. No similar cases have occurred, nor has any other 
inmate been received in such a ү state. There is n total absence of people in this 
condition in all the several villages without exception; all cases of this sort are to be seen 
at the relief centres only”. There are at present. only two poor-houses in this sub-division ; 
and as Adapore, which is eighteen miles from the nearest, is in a somewhat, isolated situation, 
Mr. Oldham has commenced making oue more at that place, though he does not assert that it 
is actually required at present. Notwithstanding the large area and population oi this sub- 
ivision, there are only 109 pcor-house and hospital inmates, which, as Mr. Oldham observes,

‘This’ change for the worse ie the neural and. роону ‘reall of Du long 
continued distress. Indeed the month of May and the time immediately preceding the 
rains will probably be the hardest time for the cultivators. When the rain falls field 
work will give employment to many, while the prospect of а good crop will diable 
them to obtain credit with their mahajuns. A steady increase in the numbers requiring 
direct help must be expected for some time.” This estimate of the condition of the 

le is, Í think, very correct, and applies more or less to the whole district, Ап increase in 
the daily number of persons seeking work is quite to be expected at this time, and this will go 
on till the rains full and give the muhujun class some assurance of a return for their money. 
There have been no crimes deserving special notice, nor any grain-thefts. Fires wutimie, 
but Mr. Howe thinks they have beca slightly less frequent. 

Seed-grain.—Tho ordors Intely received on this important subject have been circulated 
to all relict officers, and I have requested the British Resident at the Nepal Court to move 
the Durbar to issue orders in the country opposite to this district similar to thoso issued for 
Botwal (opposite the Goruckpore district, and circulated with the Government orders 
above Enn 10. I have not received definite replies from ull the relief officers, but having 
just returned from Ramnugur (where the need is most pressing), I have learnt Mr. Howe's 
views on the subject, and havo approved of the steps he intends to take. 

I give Mr. Howe's opinion in his own words :— TM.

I have assured the people 
that in this matter they must help themselves, but have always been met with the reply 
that they had no seed, and that Government would in the end be sure to help them. 

«Аз ће aghanie crop was almost an entire failure, and a large part of the bhadoi 
was lost, I do not think there can be much seed-grain, as the ople have а strong prejudice 

inst keeping or using the seed saved in previous y ‘That certain well-to-do zemindars 
and mahajuns have seed, I admit; but I doubt if it will be available, except at almost prohi- 
pitive rates. It must be remembered also that large quantities of seed-grain have been destroyed 
by бте, and therefore that speculators will have a better exeuse for raising prices. "Phe measure 
T propose is this:—There is ample seed-grain just across the Nepal frontier. Т have persuaded 
dab Planters to accept advances under Section 4 (B), Circular 80, and to sell aeed-prain М neces 
of the sub-division, where, from careful inquiries T have made, it will be most required. 
is plan; I feel confident, will be successful, as the fact of there being private competition will 
compel the holders of seed-grain to sell at fair rates. At first, feeling that some action was 
absolutely — and not being aware that these gentlemen were willing to accept advances 
for this purpose, proposed to purchase direct ; but having lately visited Bugaha and 
tho frontier, and found the present scheme feasible, would far profer to adopt it, as it would 
not directly interfere with private trade.” 

Mr. Howe is now engaged in carrying ont. this scheme, which, I think, will amply provide 
for the wants of his sub-division. In the Bettiah sub-division Mr. Gibbon has long sinoe 
received an advance of Rs: 50,000 from Government under the Section quoted by Mr. 
and has already purchased a large quantity of seod-grain from outside the district : and, as 
Mr. Samuells oi , if Government competes with him, both in the collection and distribution 
of soed-grain, he will have very littlo chance of making a successful venture.” As far as I can 
judge, it will not be necessary for Government to interfere. 

Mr. Kilby reports on this head as follows :— I have made very careful ing 
subject; many of the cultivating classes declare that they will have much difficulty in obtain- 
ing seed, as in very many instances their fields produced nothing, and many more produced 
avery small and inferior grain, The cultivators (the lower classes) naturally try to make 
things look as black as possible. If I ask them if they can procure seed if 1 supply them 
with. money, the py has so far always been in the affirmative.

"The narratives of the districts of the Bhagulpore Division for the fortnight ending 16th 
May 1874. 


Bhagulpore.—The report was not submitted by the Collector till the 21st, 
owing, as he explains, to delays on the part of the sub-divisional officers 
of Soopole and Muddehpoora and of Mr. Kirkwood to submit reports. Such of 
Mr. Kirkwood’s returns as were submitted seem to have been exceedingly 
inaccurate. These officers must in future recollect how important it is 
that punctual and correct returns should be submitted by them. The Collector 
reports that the condition of the people has certainly improved during the 
fortnight, owing to the rain that has fallen to the north of the Ganges; the fall 
‘Appears to have been general, though lighter in some places than in others. The 
| number of laborers on the relief works is 22,647 against 24,090, and on 
Durbhunga works 11,828 against 11,722.

Purneah.—Private trade still continues active in this district and the 
prospects of the coming crop are said to be exceedingly good, The numbers 
on relief works under the Department Public Works have decreased from 20,280 
to.18,810, but the numbers on light labors, including those employed on roads 
under circle officers and village tanks, appears to have increased from 18,869 to 
25,812, of whom 1,424 were employed in spinning and weaving. The arrange- 
ments made in this district for employing the able-bodied on heavy road-work, 
while the weaker men and women and children are employed on light labor in 
these villages, appear 10 be excellent, and it is satisfactory to know that the labor 
exacted from the latter class is not merely nominal. * The returns of the sales of 
Government grain have beea made in much fuller detail than heretofore. 
From the return now submitted it appears that 54,613 maunds, not 28,604,as 
stated in last report, was the quantity actually disposed of up to the 2nd May. 
And during the present fortnight 60,601 maunds have been expended, making 
a total of 1,15,214 maunds ; and up to date, out of this quantity 44,059 maunds 
have been given as advances toryots, The number of persons receiving purely 
charitable relief during the fortnight has been 5,656 against 1,395, the number 
shown in last return.

Тив event we have most to deplore in the fortnight under review is the loss of the 
services of our energetic Collector, who up to that dare had been the life and soul of all 
lief operations. A serious fall from his horse, and a long ride in the sun before he had 

ered from the effects of the fall, have completely laid him by, and at the last moment, 
"ith the fortnightly report almost due, I have had to relieve him of the current duties of 
his office. 

It is impossible to predicate anything generally as to thé state of the whole district 
as the accounts received from places at no great distance from one other differ entirely on 
the subject of the increasing or decreasing pressure of famine. 1 must therefore come 
down to detail; and ав the neighbourhood of Hukhtiarpore is the part concerning which there 
js certainly most cause for anxiety, J commence with it, as reported on by Mr. Manson. 
Here the general distress is increasing, and crowds are coming on to the works at only 
subsistence rates, Mr. Manson has not heard of any actual deaths from starvation, though 
he has constantly come across women and children very emaciated, aud these 
persons show much less disinclivation to eat at the poor-houses than they did a short time ago. 
Mr. Manson estimated the yeild of moong crop now оп the ground at а six to eight-anna 
crop; the first sowing of karianti dhan, and the second sowings after the rain of the 27th, 
depend 80 entirely on the cessation of the present scorching hot weather and the early 
coming in of the rains, that it would be premature to form any opinion of the probable 
онага. As the moong and karianti dhan together only cover an area of about one- 
tenth of the lands in the Bukhtiarpore circle, the crop, however good, would only 
afford а temporary amount of relief. Private trade is reported as almost extinct. 
Rice cannot be obtained in the circle from anywhere but the Government stores. This 
arises doubtless from the fear entertained by the petty traders that ifthey imported they 
would have little demand for rice—firstly, because Government rice is supplied at cheaper 
rate than they can afford to sell at; and secondly, because the inhabitants of these parts will 
not buy rice when they can get their ordinary food, the cheap heavy rubbee grains, at а lees 
price than rice. 

Mr. Campbell reports on the Jamooce Sub-division that private trade is active, but the 
now rubbee is very extensively boarded by zemindars and ryots, pending some signal 
indication of the probable prospects of the approaching rainy season, It may be ssid that 
people await with hushed and bated breath, Its seasonable fall is this year so much 
a matter of life and death that they superetitiously shrink from even discussing it. 
Without it we shall have a terrible famino, and no mistake; with it we shail have no 
famine, and our preparations against it stigmatised as а terrible mistake, In pergunnah 
Chuckai the pressure is increasing, so that Мг, Foley, of Simultolah Factory, recommends the 
commencement of the sale and distribution of Government rice. On the other hand, 
Mr, Wight has travelled through the whole of Chundun Bhuka, grouping its villages for relief 

and reports that “there is no distress whatever, save in the cases of a few miserable 
aren, not amounting to a dozen, who are equally badly off every year. In addition to this 
being the present state of things, I may add that there is no prospect whatever uf distress, Го 
assuming that the rain falls in its proper course,” This really cheering state of things—for 
itis cheering to find even one small pergunnah comparatively safe—is accounted for by Mr. 
Wight by the ripening of a very fine mohwa crop, the trees in the plains ng yielded well 
and early, and now the hill mohwa trees, “still rich in fruit,” and likely to go on yielding 
for another two or three weeks. Mr. Wight also reports that whilst he was organizing the 
пош system before the mohwa erop had beon secured and the pergunnah rendered safe, the 
Rajahs who own the pergunnah did nothing; but now that there is no prospect of relief 
| required, the Rajahs’ omlahs are very energetic, spurning help from ‘Government, and 
“suring him that the Rajahs will take every care of their own ryots. This might be 
Yorth remembering, when eminent services rendered during the famine are being rewarded.

Four tanks are being excavated at Jamooce, giving employment to about 600 men, women 
and children. These excavations are by task-work, and the laborers employed are reported 
as doing а good day's work, earning good wages, and to be in good condition. It is hoped 
that all these four tanks will be finished by the rains. 

Two relief ‘warka have been ‘opened daring the fortuight ahdas serie ЖК tho 
sub-division of Begoo Serai: one a tank at Dowlutpore, under the supervision of 
Mr. MacDonald; and the other at Nunighoul, under the management of Mr. Crowdy. Here 
the coolies are paid in Government grain through a paid salesman, Messrs. MacDonald and 
Crowdy kindly supplying their own factory grain till the Government grain arrives, A road 
to Gurparah and a tank there will be started during the ensuing fortnight. Around Khorane 
pore Factory Mr. Cooke reports that the excellent rubbee crop has kept the people in good 
condition, and no relief work will be wanted there.

2, The Soopool officer reports that “ ће bazar supplies are about the same as repo 
in the last — The sale Tom tbe various golahs of our Government. rice has em 
shut the private supplies of rico out of the market, as the holders still refuse to part with it 
st anything approaching the Government rates; all other grains aro procuruble in sufficient 
quantity, though at very high prices" At Soopool the nominal price of rice is 94 
Wers per rupee, and it varies from this to 11 seers over the sub-division; murwah and gram 
are obtainable from 12 to 14 seers 

3. Towards Simrahi it is said ^ that Food-grains aro already scarce, and the timely 

ing of the golahs las been highly beneficial to the people; but at Bhulooa end 
Yertabgunge there is always a supply of rice and other grains, ‘There is at prosont a tendency 
of prices gradually falling, as the mahajuns who hold stocks ure willing to get rid of them, 
owing to the opening of the Government golahs." The prices quoted uro, common rice 9 to 11, 
таш 10 to 11, wheat 11 to 14, murwah 12 to 13, and kurti 12 to 13 seers por тирге. The 
Fenty Collector adds—“ A large quantity of whent which was reserved by people as a store 
has been sent to market, which is an evident consequence of the opening of our goluhs." There 
issid tobe still a supply of about 200 maunds of private imported rice at Pertabgunge and 
some more is on its way, and there are about 4,000 maunds held in store by private dealers 
at Bhulooa bazar. 

4. The head-quarters price-current shows a slight rise in the prices of rice and gram

makes the following remark, which, coming from the man it does, I think is of somo weight 
as showing that the Kamp circle, or the greater part of it anyhow, is not so very badly ai. 
he writes“ As regards the state of the ryots, it appears that they are not reduced tos had 
condition, for not even two are to be seen out of every hundred who ure emaciated for vot 
getting food ; those who are infant and old are in a helpless state on account of their “old 
and infancy, and those who are leprosied are also helpless ; besides these, others look fat act 
strong. In the village I find that the amusements among men are the same as before, for 
instance, in the night the people are heard hither ind thither. to be singing and makin, 
themselves merry, and in other places there are feasts on всоош of marriages. and from thee 
it appears that these men are not surely in & distressed condition. On looking at them no 
one would consider them to be in distress, though on being asked they would say they were 
great y so.” There is по doubt there is some truth in this, and my own fear is, that the 
i out all officers have to contend with are the way in which every endeavour is made 

on all sides by the people generilly to make capital of the distress which undoubtedly exists 
in some places and impose on us in every way they can. Mr, Smith instances cases of people 
refused assistance in the house-to-house relief as not being in апу way fit subjects for such 
relief, certainly not gratuitously, appearing again before him in the oldest and filthiest rags, 
clamorous for food,—they were detected олу, known to be fer from starving, and turned 
away again.

11. There have been no cases of starvation reported or heard of during the fortnight, 
and assistance is being so freely given, and rice in sufficient quantities availuble, that it i 
scarcely possible uny such should occur.

13. It is too late now to think of starting any new tanks, and many of those marked out 
and planned will naver be undertaken, our light-labor-gangs have been usefully and largely 
employed in cleaning out old existing tanks, but I regret want of information, even t0 | 
the t time, I аш unable to give the details of the numbers employed. Arrangements 
uro being made under my orders for employment during the rains for those who wil romain 
on our hands, and the work can well be done iow the grouping s is introduced ; I moan 
looking after the sanitary condition of each village, a ото clearing and up-rooting of all 
rank jungle, and the filling up of all holes and othor receptacles for filth, and 1 havo no doult 
mneh good can be done in this way. 

14. Tho ouly information 1 have of persons employed on private works is from Bab 
Harbullub, who has total number of 5,556 laborers on various works. Depts Collector 
Ram Sunker Sen only remarks “there are private tanks undertaken by zemindars and — 
to-do men in villages, but no returns are available from them; in general they employ ony 
able-bodied men in order to finish the works early and at n less cost."

20. It has been found impossible to seeure unpaid agency to look after these, but the 
men selected, will, I trust, do well. Mr. Rin: rni to have 2,000 maunds of grain stored 
at each group, and all means for its disposal ready by the end of May; and I dare gay by the 
end of the month all this will be in a very forward state.

‘Tue sale of Government grain has had a different effect in different parts of the district 
In the sudder station the cloth merchants are selling as freely as ever, although our moodie 
are selling at our golalis and in the hits. ы 

They tell ше that they are still making а good profit, Prices have come from 10 seers 
8 chittacks a rupce to 11 seers for coarse rice. 

Up at Kissengunge, however, whore sales were pushed on to prevent exportation from 
Tulpigoree and where it was expected that prices in the bazar would have fallen, rice, which 
was selling at 12 seers, is now selling at 8 seers ; importation from Julpigoree has quite cease 
Further west in Bahudoorgunge, however, prices have continued steady, and smuggling {тошу 
the morung seems to have been carried to much the same extent as before. 

Mr. Craven and the Relief Officer Baboo Rojonceuath Chatterjea, both of whom I last 
week met and consulted at Assuragbur, tell me that in their opinion the merchants are hold- 
ing back their grain in the hope of Government stores being exhausted, and that the utmost 
vigilance is required to prevent them from buying up large stores of grain through third 
parties in small quantities, Mr, Craven with my sanction reduced the price of rice from ]2 
and 15 to 10 and cers. 

In Arrareah, where the Government rice has been sold at the same price, private trade 
has not suffered. 1 meet in the Purneah Bazar as many pack-ponies as ever carrying private 
rice to the Arrareah hats, 

Mr. Rattray says that private importation are rapidly ceasing, making way for Govern- 
ment rice. His impressions are formed from what he sees in the neighbourhood of golahs, 
and it is satisfactory to find that Government and private trade can go ou side by side in this 
sub-division. 

All the háts in the south continue to be well supplied. Mr. Mulock, who has lately 
returned from the south, reports that he found the people well and contented, bartering their 
cold weather crops, wheat, Xc,, which is not the staple food ef the people here, for rice. 

The country is now looking very fresh and green ; Каши is ripening and moong looking 
well, The area sown in Bhadoi is very large, and the crop is looking well. 

One or two reports have come in of people having died from starvation ; each case was 
inguired into, and it was found that death was due to some specific cause. 

In the hospitals and poor-houses there have been deaths as noted in tlie margin. 

These must be expected. The special tracts which I have not here

Mr. Cordner's progress report is annexed. It shews that he has on his works a daily 
average of 15,510 persons, А 

Не has lately been over his roads making over to the Relief Officers all the old and 
weak men, and all the women and children who impeded work and did nothing for their 
рау. Petty relief works on which these people find employment are now open everywhere, 
My difficulty has been to keep able-bodied men off these second class works. Numerous diffi- 
culties arose: it was said that without strong men to dig no work could be done; that the 
Department Public Works works were not sufficiently near to every man’s home; and that 
the local Superintendents did not care to supervise the making of a tank on whi@h old men 
and women only being employed, could never be finished so as to benefit their village and 
neighbourhood. 

Mr. Gonldsbury, in Kusbah Amour, has found that by paying the women higher wages 
they will use a hoe, aud with the boys and old men can do all the digging necessary to 
clear а tank. АЙ Circle Officers have been ordered to send all the able-bodied men to the 
Department Public Works roads, as Mr. Cordner reports that unless this is done no one 
will come to him, One cause for the preference given to Relief Officers’ work, namely, 
direct psyment in grain, has now been removed, as the system has been extended to all our 
works. . 


There is a Departmont Public Works work open within 6 or 7 miles of nearly every 
village to which every able-bodied man must go now if he wants works. 


The objection that the village people will not take the samo interest in a work done by 
incapable old men as they would in one done by strong Beldoes is very true, but as it would 
be impossible even with the aid of the villagers to properly supervise and control so many 
scattered gangs of able-bodied men more ready to shirk work than to do it, I ‘think it 
more advisable to employ them where they will have to do a fair ‘day's work for a fair , 
day's pay. : 

The villagers and Relief Officers will now give more attention to тошеп and boy 
and from what I have scen can get, if they like, a tolerably fair quantity of work done by 
them. At all events they will not be paid for doing nothing.

Mr. Thornton has accommodation for 2,000 maunds at each of his minor golahs ; he has 
stored about 1,200 maunds in each, and with 150 pack-ponies and carts the work of fillin,

Mr. Gouldsbury at Kusbah Amour has, besides his minor golahs, stored over 5,000 maunds 
in different villages in the store-houses of zomindars and leading men, who have kindly lent 
accommodation and taken charge of grain. Over this circle the grain has been distributed 
in most thoroughly. 

In Bulrampore the minor golahs are built and nearly all stocked. 

In Kudbah only three are ready, but as it will be necessary to draw largely from this 
circle for our wants in the north, and as this part of the country is well supplied by private 
trade, I am not pushing the distribution much further.

Arrarcah,— Three large roads, viz., the Muzkori, the Raneegunge, and the Matearia road 
have been all along been in charge of Mr. Rattray, which he has worked well, and by this 
means afforded relief to large numbers of persons; he has numerous small village roads 
opened all over the sub-division which cannot be enumerated. 

Village grouping —I have visited Dengrah and Kusbah Amour and found that the groups 
are all well arranged and in good working order; the Superintendents selected are men of 
some position and respectability, in many instances the same as were engaged in carrying 
out the census operations. M 

These ‘Superintendents are assisted by the head-men of villages who form a sort of 
punchayet in their groups, and, meeting at hits aud other places once or twice a week, talk 
dyer matters and make reports to the Superintendent, d 

Dengrah has twelve groups; Kusbah Amour seventeen, one established since my Inst report 
‘At Dengrah none of the Superintendents are salaried, but Mr. Thornton wishes to make each * 
a present by-and-by. Mr. Gonldsbury pays his men Rs. 10 to 12 a month. 

The Sudder Circle is large and towards the south and east its boundaries are undefined. 
Five circles in the more distressed parts are formed and officered, but where distress is not s0 
severe, the Sub-Inspector of Circles and the Assistant Superintendent have divided the 
country between and effectually distribute relief; here too, as before reported, several 
European gentlemen render great assistance. 

Mr. Perry at Kudbah has appointed the following village Superintendents, but he has 
not regularly allotted their villages to them as has been done in Kusbah Amour and Dengrah :—

These are salaried. Messrs. Walker and Cruise, indigo planters, and Syed Gholam Riza of 
Russoolpore will render aid gratuitously. These arrangements are, І think, equal to the 
necessity of this circle. 

Mr. Meklejohn at Bulrampore having failed to get unpaid agency, has been instructed 
to entertain men of the same stamp as those at Dengrah. 

Kissengunge Sub-division has been divided into groups, not fully officered at the date 
of last report. 

Tho more distressed parts are, however, fally provided for. 

Mr. Rattray at Arrareahknows bis sub-division so well that I shall not insist of Group 
Superintendents being appointed here. There is but little distress, as relief has been very 
freely given. 

"The annexed table shows the sales and other expenditure of grain during the fortnight. 
As the relief officers have not sent in the quantity of grain sent to minor golahs, there 
is a great discrepancy between the figures of the golahdars and the relief officers. 

In the estimate for the ensuing fortnight provision has been made for supplying 50,000 
meunds of grain to Julpigoree from Dengrah, which will, in turn, be replenished by grain 
brought in boats from Maldah and from the Kudbah and Saifgunge golahs in South Purneah.

This simply shows that the failure has been very gradual; less and lm 
rough for sale at continually, but slowly, rising prices. "n 

In Sahebgunge, Dario, and Burbait, three of the principal markets of Rajmehal, food i 
procurable at Tair rates; bat at all these places Government ries is stored, and ix sold № 
а In Rajmehal town rice hns gone op to 8 secre, and is with difficulty bought ЕД 
that rate. Possibly we may have to sell to the public in Raymehal before long. These ole, 
that ate diy шй give no anxiety, Mr, Stewart describes the present ‘condition of the 
Ohr ac god generally, but saya they look ''underfei" at Taljhari and Kbairaeol, Fro Ч 
Deoghur, Mr. Wilmot reports increasing difficulty of getting food to buy, but says the 
people still lock fairly well. Both people and cattle are suffering much from want of water. - 

Disturbing accounts bave been coming in thick from the south of the district, from th 
үст Kendahit aud Palin, und Lam afraid Mehommadabad will prove to be in the ene 
case, Мг. Smith has gone to Jamtara to give whatever relief ie necessary. 

This part of the district has got less than its share of watching. A stretch of about 
во miles long by from 2 or 3 to 10 miles wide is the extreme south border of the distri 
Tt kes beyond the Ramgurh aud Ranibabal Hills, and borders on Beerbhoom, Raneegunge, шй 
Manbloom, It is thinly inhabited in many places, and covered with scrub jungle. Water 
is very scarce; tanks ure ‘old and dirty ; acd now the people seem to be come pretty near the 
end of their grain, and generally to be in a bad condition, It is likely enough that our first 
gratuitous relief will have to be given in these parts, which were by no means the worst off 
«earlier in the year; it was Mr. wson’s beat till be got too ill for work. The west part, near 
шшш», bas been occasionally visited by Mr. Wilmot, from Deoghar, and Mr. Rowland paid 
the parts about Kundabit two flying visits, but these parts have been neglected to a certain 
extent, and we shall have to work hard and fast to catch up the time. 

Since my last narrative I bave been again at Benagarbia. The two children died of 
dysentry, and all the people I met were looking ав well as three weeks before. lhavea 
Gifieulty im reporting about Benagarhia; Mr. Boerreton is doing excellent work, and by 
doing it ir my district he has laid me under immense obligation. Tt does not matter that we 
do wot always agree on details, his work is right good. But some of the Sontbals in the 
neighbourhood complain that they cannot get work, because they won't become Ohristians, 
Tt is not a very easy thing to write about, but it is better to put down the whole case: — 

Me ‘Boeweser told us ht wanted Re. 3,000 a week to give all the people work who came. 
1 did not think Rs. 3,000 а week could be well spent without more help than Mr. Boorresen 
had, so I said 1 could not give so much, Be has since told me he could not manage more | 
than Re. 1,000 a week well. However, some Sonthals had to be refused work, and Mr. Boerresen, 
appointing his own men as sirdars, bad them all Christians, It he thinke native Christians 
more trustworthy than heathens, it is only natural that he should put ‘them in places of trust j 
T don't agree in his opinion, and should not follow his practice. 1 simply think that to have 
work done as Mr Boerreser is doing, it is a good enough thing to carry his partiality to his 
converts, his preaching during payment, ‘and the other actions which I cannot help thinking 
Grawbucks, А few thin balf-starved-lookin occasionally come into Doomka. Ив 
not impossible that some private kitchens will have been opened by next report 

There is a good deal of complaint of scarcity of food from No Hendua, on the 
Bhagulpore frontier. T am going there immediately. — speaking, the worst parts of the 
district аге tolerably well in hand,—Godda, Rajmebal, and Sultanabad ; it is the places we bad 
to postpone to these that are giving anxiety now. I append an extract from the price

Mr. Stewart sends a list of 12 works, showing a total daily average of 8,250 persons. “His 
works aro three roads, one tank, and eight bunds. He expresses himself strongly about the 
utility of the works, and I have no reason to think heis notright Mr, Stewart has successfally 
introduced piece-work everywhere, instead of daily labour; he deserves all the more credit 
that he did it partly against his will, Mr. Wilmot’s Court of Wards? works are progressing well. 
Mr. Moara has gone to Dari-Moleshwar to lay out my Mallarpur road, and is going on to 
Sultanabad to inspect and direct the making of the new road there. I am glad to say ho has 
found a good line for the Mallarpur road for the first 15 miles from Doomka, and expects no 
difficulty. The Heerbhoom end of this road will help our Dari-Moleshzrar and Mahommadabad 
laborers. 

Mr. Boerresen, I am glad to say, has introduced piece-work at Benagurhia His comment 
is remarkable :—The Sonthals held back first, then a few tried it, and, finding that they could 
eam much more in а day, the strong workers came in great numbers, Mr. Boerresen is a 
Jittle put out by this; he thinks the battle should not be to the strong, and he asks for more 
money, Rs. 1,500 а week, to carry on work. I am writing to him to keep a separate small 
work for weak people on daily labor. 

Iappend a table of the works in the district with the average daily total of laborers. It 
is not quite complete, because I have received no returns from Sultanabad, and because my own 
small Daman works are under Sonthal manjhis, who cannot read or write, and who give no 
returns, in fact, would not know what an “ average” meant. 

C.—Transporr. 

Except in Godda, our distances are so short as to call for no remark. 

There are about 10,000 maunds of rice lying at Pirpointee, Mr. Grant has 400 carts plying 
between Godda and the railway ; and as a good deal of the Godda allotment will have to be cut 
off for the south of the district, there will be little more cart carrying in Godda.

2. There is nothing of special importance under this head to report regardin; 
in the several districts, which bave all along been under treatment as “ distressed,” 
3. The Monghyr district narrative of the 16th instant, seems to show that distress is on 
the increase at Bucktearpore, yet this can hardly be gathered from the number of persons 
employed upon the woiks and the small eflect of the free sales of Government grain there, 
I have directed the atte of the district officer to the matter. Any how, with the bulk of 
our grain stored, and the grouping system fully completed, as is the case, we ought, with the 
help of the good superintendent, who is on the spot, to get on there. 
4. Regarding the portion of the late Simrahi Sub-division, which was specially under the 
supervision of Baboo Ram Sunkur Sein, there have been some opinions expressed, and calle for 
assistance made, which demand further enquiry before they can be еее ‘This is a part of 
the country where, owing to the favorable situation near the Kasi river, distress was never ex- 
pected to attain the same degree as was looked for in the case of the western part of North 
Bhagulpore. Upon the facts stated now, however, it is necessary to determine whether the 
conditions of distress at present estimated are incorrect and exaggerated ; and if not, the relief 
measures are certainly inadequate and must be pushed on. Mr, Kirkwood is proceeding to the 
spot and will do the needful. 
5. From parts of the country other than those recognised as distressed, there has been a 
certain amount of anxiety occasioned during the past fortnight. The Beegooseraie Sub-division, 
which comprises the rubbee eountry of the Monghyr district north of the Ganges, seems to be 
feeling the pressure. Мг. Wilkins, the assistant in charge, is a very intelligent officer and 
knows the eub-division well.

I concur in the remarks made 
by the Collector of Bhagulpore that there is. as yet no reason for any outery to the effect that 
the damage is being done by the present weather, or that appearances indicate a coming bad 
season, The progress made for the cultivation of the next erop seems fair enough, and in 
Connection with the question of the sufficiency of seed-grain in the bahds of the cultivators 
T may mention the result of our Soopole experiences. To this sub-division, North Bhagulporer 
owing to the outcry raised some time since that there would Le deficient cultivation owing to 
want of seed, an importation of certain amount was made. Now that we are offering the seed at 
Te. 4 per maund (that is less than cost price to us) people won't buy, and are finding out that 
they can get what they want at cheaper rates by taking a little trouble and going to distant 
markets for it.

9, Rajshahye.—Supplies continue abundant and prices have fallen. The 
condition of the people remains as before, except in those places where cholera 
has broken out, То these latter places doctors and medicines have been sent, and 
they are said to have worked well and effectually eombated the disease. Rain 
has fallen plentifully in all parts of the district, and the crops promise well. 
A greater breadth of land than usual has been sown. The returns of laborers 
on works under the Executive Engineer show a deerease from 1,365 to 1,053 
during the last week of the fortnight. The returns of laborers on the Railway 
are not given, but those from the Sub-Divisional Officers are i 
fortnight, though, as they were imperfect last fortnight, there are no means 
of judging whether the numbers have increased or decreased. The return 
for this fortnight shows a total of 9,949 persons relieved, of whom 8,024 were 
employed on roads, tanks, and buildings, while 3,451 did light work, such as 
jute and cotton-spinning, leaving only 2,474 in the receipt of purely gratui- 
tous relief. ‘Distress appears to be greatest in the South Barhind sub-division 
and the Rambagha circle of the Nattore sub-division; in the Kuruchmarea and 
Sahebgunge circles there was absolutely no distress. The Collector should 
make arrangements now for making advances in grain and not in money. 


3. Dinagepore.—The report from this district is on the whole encouraging, 
for though the numbers receiving charitable relief have increased from 12,431 
to 19,526, the prospects for tho future have greatly improved. ‘The yield of the 
boro dhan is reported to be excellent, and the kaon crop will also furnish an 
important addition to the food of the people, while the run that has fallen 
suffices for the immediate needs of the bhadoi crop, a large breadti of which has 
been sown, Cholera has appeared in several places, but medical assistance is 
being given to the people. No advances of grain appear yet to huve been 
made, but the su! ject has not been lost sight of, and is under the consideration 
of the Collector, Advances, where necessary, should be given before the rain 
falls, so that the ryot may be able to support himself when attending to the 
cultivation of his crops. The returns of laborers on relief works are imperfect, 
no returns having been received from the Doorgapore and Chooramun circles. 
‘the numbers in the other circles are 71,266, making, with the addition of the 
343 now working under the Department Public Works, a total o? 72,209 for 
thecircles for which returns have been received. Considerable progress seems 
to have been made in introducing task-work. "The numbers in the ten circles

The Collector reports that exertions have been made to get the incapables taken 
off relief works, but he doesnot report what measures have been taken for tha 
support of those eliminated. Не should state exactly how many persons haye 
been taken off each work, and what has been done with them. Arrangements 
should be made for getting by far the larger number of the women and 
children back to their villages with as little delay as possible. 

Arrangements are reported to have been made for paying the relier 
laborers in grain in some places, though on most of the relief works the system 
of selling grain to laborers seems to have been adopted. The Collector should 
take care to asceriain whether the outgoings of grain correspond to the 
expenditure in money. 

Now that 2,000 carts besides one hundred pack-bullocks have been 
secured for transport work, it is to be hoped that the grain will be broueht to 
its destination more rapidly, but with this number of carts more than 20,000 
maunds a week should be lifted, especially as the distances over which the 
greater part of the grain has to be carted are very short. 

5. Maldah,—Rain has fallen pretty generally throughout the district, and 
though it is only in the north-west that the rain has been sufficient to allow 
of the bhadoi sowings being completed, yet there has been generally sufficient 
to permit the land to be prepared for the reception of the crop. The grow 
system has been introduced, and is reported to be working well in Chanchal. 
The numbers on relief works have increased from 5,610 to 6,247 persons 
daily, and those in the receipt of charitable relief from 869 to 6,349; but these 
latter numbers ere said not to be quite accurate. The consumption of Govern- 
ment grain has been 6,414 maunds up to date. Y 


6. Rungpore.—The state of this district continues much the same as 
before; private trade continues active, and large quantities of grain are being 
brought into the district by private traders. The supply, however, is not yet 
sufficient to meet the demand, and the sales of Government rice still continue, 
and it lias even been found to be necessary to resume sales in places where they 
had been discontinued. Prices continue very high. A good many cases of 
severe distress have been sought out and relieved in Molung and Mahigunge, 
but in the other divisions no increase in distress is reported. The number on 
relief works has increased largely, from 44,616 to 54,450, and this increase has 
taken place though piece-work has been largely substituted for the daily 
wages system, and though women and children unable to work had been 
drafted off the roads to their villages. In Molung and Mahigunge the change 
seems to have been most effectually carried out, and the Relief Officer of the 
former division seems to have shown good judgment and саге in effecting the 
change of system and the transfer of useless labor. Those removed from the 
works are now employed in village works and included in the number receiving 


charitable relief. The numbers in receipt of charitable relief now reported are 
20,946 against 13,142, the numbers given in last report.

faint was once made to the special sub-divisional officer of Kandi that there was not

Ju the Rampore Haut sub-division the supply is reported to be scarce. In the Jungipore 
sub-division the supply is sufficient in all the chief marts for daily consumption, except in the 
tty bazars, where it is becoming more and more scarce, In the Lalbag sub-division at 
present the supply in the Moorshedabad market is quite sufficient for the daily wants of the 
popolation. In thana Dhudribaut, towards Sagurdinghee, the supply is more restricted, and 
persons have to go greater distances to procure any grain they may require, 








2,— Kind and price of Grain selling о! one or more principal Marts, 


The average price of common rice in the head-quarters sub-division is а little ander 12 
seers (1114) per rupee in the principal markets, This is somewhat higher than at date of the 
ast narrative, when it was 12% seers per rupee. It is dearest at Berhampore, Latonee, and 
Harburpara, where the rate is 11 seers, and cheapest, at Teakata, Nowadah, and Jcllinghee, 
where the rates are 14} and 18 seers per rupee, respectively, There is nol much change in 
the prices of gram and wheat. The prices of fine and coarse rice selling at the principal

Nothing is accurately known of the amount of grain held in store by zemindars, mahajuns, 
andothers, but it may safely be calculated to be decreasing, as the occasional spells of favorable 
weather induce them to part with some of their stock on loan to the ryots, and by 
mle, The sub-divisional officer of Lalbag, however, reports that there is reason to believe that 
the amount in the hands of the traders at Baluchur is still very large.

6.— Condition of the People. 


There is hardly any change in the condition of the people. Mr, Jones, relief officer 
of Kandi, reports that among the Hindus there appears to be less distress than is reported 
smong the Mahomadans. The latter allow no inquiry to be made to the truth of their 
statements with reference to “ purdah-nishins " The sub-divisional officer.of Rampore Haut 
reports that the poorer people, specially the Sonthals of this sub-division, are in difficult 
circumstances. Relief works and gratuitous relief in the shape of food have been given 
to the people, The sub-divisional officer of Lalbag reports that as he has been во short a 
time in charge of this sub-division he is unable to speak with any great confidence, but, so far ns 
his experience goes, there does not seem to be any very great dread of famine anywhere. Distress 
there would naturally be when the price of coarse rice rises to 10 and 11 seers per rupee and 
in ordinary years the poorer classes obtain 23 and 24 seers per rupee, The rise in prices 
of the better kinds of rice is by no means proportionate to that of the common kinds, 
and the hardship to the more well-to-do classes is therefore much emaller. Within the 
city Moorshedabad municipal thai the sub-divisional officer has been assured that 
there are many instances of want, At present be has been unable to trace these cases, 
and cannot believe that there is апу pressing necessity for charitable relief within the 
municipality, There are several religious endowments in the city from which persons 
in actual want are fed, Baluchur and Azimgunge abound in wealthy persons, who would not, 
I believe, turn away from their doors worthy objects of charity, In all countries, and especially 
in this, there are many persons who would prefer to live in idleness and to subsist. on the 
charity of others, and who are only too ready to rush in, whether worthy or not, now that 
the doors of charity are opened. The late sub-divisional officer commenced charitable relief in 
Bhogwangolah, and the went officer reports that he bas continued it on а modified scale, 

n pending further enquiries, as, from what little he has seen, the measure seems to have been 
alittle premature. Toward Sagurdighee the late crop was very poor, and persons appear to 
require more help, expecially those who are unable to. help themselves on account of their 
advanced age or from physical inability, The relief assistant has been directed to proceed 
to this portion first, and to make lista of such persons after personal inquiry. ln the 
Lalbagh sub-division, as in nearly all other parts of the district, it was necessary to give a 
certain amount of gratuitous relief, owing to the almost complete stoppage of private charity, 
which has been referred to in previous narratives, 

7.— Actual facts as to any known cases of misery and starvation, 

Three cases of reported deaths from want of food have been carefully enquired into and 
found to be entirely alse.

The number of such persons is рану small in most Villages, 
From some villages urgent reports of extreme distress, and, as before stated, in three cases of 
deaths from starvation have been received, which on local enquiry have turned out to be 
absolutely groundless, and merely the productions of persons desirous of attracting a greater 
share of notice to their own localities. Wherever real distress has been found to exist it has 
been promptly met by the sub-committees, and there is no fear of any case escaping their 
attention, unl. indeed, through the fault of the sufferers themselves, As prices are, no 
doubt, pressing severely on the means of livelihood of the poor, we may expect to find the 
numbers on the hands of the sub-committees increase, A cook-house has been built at Gokun, 


The number shown in column 6 of the statement annexed, as regards the Rampore Hant 
sub-division, is far below the number of persons actuaily relieved, as information has not been 
supplied from some of the poor-houses. 


In the Jungipore sub-division considerable employment has been provided for men by 
works, such as tank excavations and road repairs, undertaken either from the relief fund or 


municipal fund, or by private funds. 


The total amount of receipts of the sub-divisiomal relief fund during the fortnight is 
Rs. 1,816-13-3, and that of disbursements is Re. 1,156-0-2, leaving a balance of Rs, 000.131 
in hand at the end of the fortnight. 


During this period 272 persons received wages for jule-spiuning amounting to Rs. 00.13, 
2 persons received doles of pice amounting to Re. 1, and 8,100 persons received doles of rice 
weighing 62 maunds. 


The subedivisional officer of Lalbag reports that grain bas only been given out at two 
centres, viz., Bhugwangolah and Sagurdighee. The numbers at these places seeking charity 
have increased very much. In the period prior to the date of this narrative, Mr. Мита 
distributed 64 maunds 35 seers to 995 person at the five centres at which rice was stored. 
Daring the present fortnight av Bhugwangolah and Sagurdighee alone, the sub-divisional 
officer has distributed 50 maunds 5 seers to 667 persons. More than two-thirds of this 
number came for rice at Sagurdighee. He was enabled to help а very much larger number

Fish are caught in the rivers and carried in pots of water alive to hûts, while for 
the Mussulman wo must add eggs, poultry, pigeons, goats, and kids, 
Notwithstanding the scanty pasture, the supply of milk in the district is very plentifal.

The bhadoi crop is now nearly all sown. There has been no difficulty at all about 
seod-grain. The breadth sown is at least one-eighth over that usually laid down. The 
young crop is in several stages of progression; some which I saw when on tour 
‘across the Rungpore frontier is a full cubit in height and will be cut next month. 
Ifthe weather be favorable, the great bulk of the crop will be harvested by the end of 
July, and our present trials will then be over. The prospects at tho present date may be 
pronounced most favorable. 

ions are in progress for sowings of the hemmonthee crop. Manure is being laid 
down on the fields, and in some places a first rough breaking up is being given to the clods. 
‘The sowing season will not be over for six weeks yet. 

Condition of the People—The physical condition of the people is good, I have been on 
tour continuously for the past month, and I think I may safely say that the relief measures 
taken in this district have prevented any considerable part of the population from fulliug into 
alow state of health owing to want of suficient food. The better to secure this desirable 
result, it has been determined during the fortnight under report to station additional relief 
officers at Bochagun » Boorgange, and Habra, places which have hitherto been under sur- 
veillance (so to speak), but which aro now regularly administered by circle officers.

If each person get half a eeer, the monthly consumption of rice would be 
7,500 maunds, but as many of these as 20,000 are children getting only a quarter of a seer. 
The present consumption may bo set down at about 5,500 maunds per month, value at Rs. 3 a 
maund, Rs. 16,500. With each half seer one pice is given making on 5,900 maunds Rs. 1,720. 
This gives in all Вв. 18,220 as tho present approximate monthly cost of our charity. The 
greatest increase during the fortnight isat Ranisonkoil. Mr. Scanlan gives no special explana- 
tim. І have naked him to say whether there is any or not. Iknow that there are many villages 
within the Ranisonkoil circle which contain may poor people, for I saw them when on tour. 
"The number receiving charitablo relief are not, I think, excessive, and I know that all 
officers take great pains to prevent imposition. The figures will probably stand at about 
double their present amount in the month of July, and thereafter it will he seen by what 
means we can throw these 40,000 or 50,000 people back on their own exertions or on the charity 
of their friends for support, for it would be one ofthe worst results of the present scarcity 
bag epu system of Goverument charity and * poor laws" were to spring from it.

A.—BrarE OF THE Counrry. 


During the past fortnight there has been rein throughout neasly the whole of the district ; 
the only part where rain did not fall was in the Seebgunge eile, In Guzole the rainfall 
was plentiful, but in the other parts it was not sufficient, moro is wanted to complete the 
phadoe sowings, and bring on that which has been already sown. 

А good deal of the baro dhan has been cuf and has turned out well. This crop does 
not affect the prices of rice in the market to any great extent, since it is mostly kept for home 
consumption. Bamboo seed is still collected in the Parooa jungles, it is sold, I am told, at 
five paisa а seer. 

The mangue crop, from what I hear, turns out badly, this is owing to hailstorms and 
strong winds, 

In the north-western part of the distriet the bhadoe sowing has been nearly completed ; 
avery much г area than usual has been sown in that part. Tu the other parts of the 
district a good deal of the land has been sown, and the remainder is being prepared. I 
think that the seed-supply is sufficient in Nawabgunge ; the people are holding back their 
stocks for higher prices, во that any advances in cash from Government would only increase 
the prices. here is not the slightest fear of any of the secd-grain being consumed, for it 
will pay the owners of it better to sell it and buy rice than to eat it. 

In Chanchal, Mr. Reily, who, with the sanction of the Commissioner, spent over three 
thousand rupees in storing а large quantity of seed-grain for the use of his tenants, after 
selling to his own ryots as much as they wanted, has sold his surplus stock to the publio, 
People came forward very eagerly to buy it, since it was sold at cost price, and much under 
the market rate; the total quantity sold up to dato is 1,766 maunds. During the past 
fortnight the price of rice has risen, in Rohunpore it has increased from 12 to 81 seers for the э 
ma In the north-western part of the district there was a marked rise in prices, but on 





selling from Government golahs they reverted to the old rate of 9} seers. 























The supplies in the market, according to the circle officers’ reporte, have been short of i] 
the demand, and are vi low. This cannot, I think, be the case to any great extent, for 1

= "The distribution of charitable relief has been actively proceeded with in the way previously 
reported. 

*In Molung a new Government relief centre has been opened at Jallalgunge to meet any 
farther requirements in the eastern part of that circle, and another Government relief centre 
has been opened in the Gopalpore circle to relieve the non-laboring poor in the neighbourhood 
of Menanager. From Sundergunge it is reported that the relief centres are not doing mueh 
except for professional beggars, but that cotton relief is very much sought after, and, notwith- 
standing all drawbacks,-is found practically to be a useful and beneficial form of relief. From! 
Sadullapore the Circle Officer reports that applicants for charitable relief are now diminishing 
daily, From Govindgunge it is тарона by Mr. Damant that “a considerable addition to the 
numbers requiring gratuitous relief is expected under the measures about to he taken for 
drafting women and children from the road-works,” 

A great deal of the expenditure already incurred by the nominal employment of women 
and children on roads might, it appears, be properly entered under gratuitous relief in order to 
show correctly what is really being done in this district in the way of charitable relief. 

The village works now organised under the village headmen, like cotton spinning, are really 
charitable relief with employment, and the numbers thus relieved would form an appropriate 

^ heading in the statement of progress of charitable relief. 
It is found that the village headmen will not give their services gratuitously for the 
supervision of village work, or for the distribution of food. 
It may here be mentioned that the Superintendent of Stationery has sent the Rungpore cash 2 
and grain account Forms to Azimgunge, Moorshedabad, instead of to Rungpore via Goalundo 
\ and Kallgunge. The Forms are still on their way here, and extreme inconvenience has been ` 
experienced in every department of relief work owing to the additional labor imposed by the 
want of printed forms.

He also reports that he has weeded out the old, 
infirm, &e., from the gangs of laborers on roads, and put them under different heads of relief 
He bad supplied ersons in want of grain-seeds with loans. 

‘The circle officer of Adamdighi has received applications for rice-loans from more than one 

+ hundred villages, and hus disposed of nearly 776 maunds of rice in small loans, He reports as 
а most encouraging fact that rice is cheaper here now than it was six weeks ago. It is gelling 
in Dupchanchia at 15} kutcha seers (60 tolahs). This cheap rate he attributes to the rise of the 
river Nagor, and consequent improved facility for the progress of boats. 

"The circle officer of Shibgunge has continued giving loans of rice to cultivators.

16. The accompanying table shows anfapparent increase of about 1,000 in the number 
seeiving charitable relief, but from the palpably inaccurate returns received from several of 
the sub-committees, I am inclined to believe that the number shown includes those who are 
toing some, work for their support. I find the greatest difficulty in inducing sub-committees 
do distinguish in their returns the different natures of relief given. А lage number of relief 
ventres have been visited by the District Superintendent of Police, the District Engineer, 
cad myself, during the last fortnight, and we have insisted upon labor of some sort wherever 
possible, We found а number of women receiving relief, whose husbands had gone to the 
в districts, leaving them with young childron and no means of sup І have called for 
a regular return of such cases, which will probably enable us to identify some of the 
husbands in their present homes, and thus facilitate the emigration of their families. 
The proportion of cases in which relief has being given gratuitously to persons able to do 
some work was very small, and, as a rule, the sub-committees were discriminating fairly.

It is clear 
thot distress of any vory prominent or aggravated kind cannot exist in Raneegungo, or there 
would not be these differences of opinion about it. The recipients of relief at the Ranee; пре 
thana look wretched creatures, but their wretched condition appears to be owing to disease 
rathor then want. Nearly all of them are cripples, lepers, blind, or aged, and I dare say a 
similar band might be collected in the best of years. But while I freely admit this, 1 do 
not go во far as to say that I think tho limited relief arrangements thero to be unnecessary. 
If deaths are to bo prevented, it is just this class of people who must be taken in hand first 
of all, and relieved. freely and етеп at the risk of over-doing the thing, because it is just 
this class on whom high prices tell first of all. With the stringent regulations now in 
force for the exclusion of all able-bodied persons from the depts and the exaction of 
light labor from all able to do a stroke of work, Ido not think that the limited relief 
arrangements in Raneegunge are open to any reasonable exception. Of course opinions will 
differ, and will go on differing. People will go up to Rancegunge and take a cun 
view of things; and discovering а considerable amcunt of local opinign in favor of the view 
that no relief is wanted, come away with very positive views to that effect ; but those with 
whom the responsibility rests of saving life and preventing privation, and who have perhaps 
better opportunities of knowing the state of the case, consider that thero is distress, and that 
relict is wanted; and even if they give relief somewhat too freely, they may justly claim to 
be excused for an error on the safe and right side. 

The Culna sub-divisional officer says that the supply of rice in the bazars is abundant ;

P.S.—I have since received the following demi-official information from the Collector 
of Hooghly regarding the alleged failure of the boro rice in Howrah :— 
* The area of boro dhan inspected by Rajendronath Mookerjee was only the small tract 
dependent for its crop on artificial irrigation from the Damoodar. It lies in апа 
akool, between the thana and the Damoodar river. Its total area may be 2,200 
bigghas. On the other side of Khanakool, near the Roopnarain, about 50,000 bigghas are 
tivated, and I believe gave a full crop. Similarly im Juggotbullubpore thana about 
40 or 50,000 bigghas have given, at all events, a fair crop. The people who cultivate the 
lands which I sent Rajendronath to inspect, think themselves very lucky to have got any crop 
at all. I dare say you recollect the history of the matter. When the dam was first made at 
Selimabad, the boro rice cultivators, who used to depend for their cultivation on a bund 
made annually lower down the Damoodar, came after some delay to ‘complain, and I got 
Whitfield to let them have water down the Bachoorda khal. It was rather late, however, in 
the season, and some of the seedling rice had died, во I believe only about 1,500 bigghas were 
planted.

2. Tho supply of rice continues as before, and prices exhibit no serious fluctuations, 
Wo have only had one good rainfall, and more rain is certainly needed, The very scanty 
rainfall has damaged the mulberry, which promised well at one timo ; but indigo and boro 
zice, now being reaped, ате us good as could be expected. Til is reported as injured im the 
east of the district, but as being good in the north-east. 

3. The only important event during the fortnight is the report of tho Deputy Magistrate 
of Garbeta that extreme want is pressing in Garheta thana. А rond which we held in 
sosorve has just been opened, which he admits will supply all that is needed to tho able-bodied ; 
put he considers that from 400 to 700 of the infirm, who cannot work, require charitable relief. 
This ів very disappointing, as Garbeta had, though an unequal, fully an 8-anna average crop, 
and it had been hoped that relief works would be the outside form of help needed. Before 
action, the report has been forwarded to Mr. Stevenson of Messrs, Watson, & Co., to whom the 
pergunnah belongs, and he has been asked to institute independent enquiries.

It isonly in degree and not in kind that there 
js, in most parts of this district, any difference between this and an ordinary year, It is 
most difficult to secure the saving of life without drawing into the relief net a number 
of unworthy recipients. The pauperism is aggravated by the unwillingness of the mahajuns 
to mako their usual advances owing to the high prices which prevail Mahajuns as a rule 
an advance of grain repaid in kind with 50 per cent. interest; but as far as the probabilities 
go, an advance this year at that rate will,even if repaid, be a direct loss.

2, On the Tth instant I left Purulia, accompanied by Colonel Rowlatt, and proceeded 
to Roghoonathpore, the hend. quarters of Captain Samuels, who, as relief officer, is attending to 
the pergunnahs immediately south of the Damoodur, 


з. We saw to the condition of tho people in and about Roghoonathpore, inspected the 

mgements for tho storage of rico as it arrivos from Burrakur, tho distribution of rice to 
cultivators and others applying for loans, and the doling out of cooked food to infirm paupers, 
helpless women, and children and beggars. 


4. Having completed our inspection of the Roghoonathpore arrangements, we proceeded 
to Burrakur, where we saw Lieutenant Eliot, transport officer, who had just relieved Captain 
Hare. Lieutenant Eliot, finding a considerable accumulation of rice, about 20,000 maunds, 
at Burrakur. and insufficient storage accommodation, wrote or telegraphed to Mr. Toynbee tos 
suspend despatch for a timo, and proposed slightly raising the rates of cart-hiro which he 
found considerably lower than those prevailing in the other districts in which he had been 
employed as transport officer. T agreed to the rates proposed by Lieutenant Eliot, and next 
day Colonel Rowlatt found no difficulty in making arrangements for as many carts as were 
required ; that is for tho employment of 350 carts and sugars capable of carrying about 
4,500 maunds a day from Durrakur, which is аз mach as could conveniently be received 
and disposed of at the main golah stations of Roghoonathpore and Govindpore. In rogard 
tothe supply of the subordinate golas, the arrangemonts of tho circle officers appear quite 
sufficient.

8. Grain Transport in Manbhoom —Vhe Lieutenant-Governor is glad to 
learn that by dint of offering hire somewhat above the ordinary rate, the 
‘Transport Officers, acting under your orders, have been able to arrange for 
carrying into the interior the whole of the Manbhoom grain allotment At 
the old rate of despatch the grain certainly could not have reached the store 
houses before the rains began. 

4. Piece-work on the Puchumba and Dhunwar Works.—The Lieutenant- 
Governor approves of the arrangements now made for introducing piece- 
work on the Dhunwar reservoir. If many of the Puchumba work-people are 
infirm and weak, the presence of considerable daily labor gangs (paragraph 8 
of your letter) cannot be helped. But able-bodied men must be compelled 
either to do piece-work or to leave the works. В 

5. Payment of Relief Laborers in kind.—The extract you quote from 
Lieutenant Grey's letter urges that laborers on relief-works be paid in kind. 
Colonel Rowlatt and Mr. Beadon appear to be paying their laborers wholly 
ineash. Iam to request that whenever Government grain is stored—and it is 
stored in Palamow, Hazareebagh, and Manbhoom—relief laborers may be

6 Advance of Grainto Kyots in Hazareebagh —The Licutenant-Governor 
agrees to your proposal that advances of grain be made to ryots in the dis- 
tressed parts of the Hazareebagh district, subject to all the precautions and 
security taken in Manbhoom. Не has instructed Mr. Toynbee to send 1,000 
maunds of Government grain daily to Giridhee for Puchumba until the 
Hazareebagh supply shall have been brought up to 40,000 maunds in all. 
Storage-room of adequate’ description must be provided to heep all this grain 
secure in the rainy season. 

7. Palamow.—The account given by Lieutenant Grey of the improved 
prospects in Palamow is so far satisfactory. But the mhowa flower and other

. August. The financial success of the home labor given out to villagers and 
towomen of good position, if it continue as Lieutenant Grey describes it, will 
be creditable to all concerned.

The loaning out of the Government rice 
has also had the effect of forcing the mahnjuns and traders, who had closed their storos, to 
them out again. Rice is now being sold again freely to those who have the means 
of purchasing, and can now be had in the Purulia market at 15 seers per rupee, whilst on 
the 10th, whith was before any Government rice had reached the sudder station, it was 
selling at 134 seers per rupee. I intend to make it widely known that ns long as the traders 
sell freely, Government rice will not be sold, but that if they again clos, their stores, 
Т shall avail myself of the permission given to me by the Government. to sell Government 
rice to all comers. This will, I believe, effectually prevent holders of rice from keeping 
back their stocks of rice in the hope of prices falling to famine rates. Tho stocks of тю 
in the country are still considerable, and quite sufficient I believe, with the quantity 
now ofdered to be sent into this district by the Government, to prevent actual faming, 
"Those who have exhausted their means are fast being supplied with Government rico 
on loan, whilst those who still possess them, will now be able to supply themselves in tho 
ordinary way; both classes will therefore have their wants amply satisted without any undue 
interference having been caused to legitimate trade. This is the result I have al along 
anticipated, and I am thankful that my hopes have been realized. Had the Government not 
sent in a timely supply of мое, I believe 1 am quite right in saying that tho price óf rice 
would now have ranged from 8 to 10 seers per rupee ; and that deaths from starvation would 
have occurred all over the distressed part of this district, had not energetic action ‘been 
taken by the Relief Committees." THis as yet has however been happily averted. 

From the Govind, sub-division it is also reported that the loaning ont of the 
Gdvernmet grain has tad a most favorable effect on the prompecta of the. people; it has there, 
as elsewhere, checked the consumption of their seed-grain by the poorer class of cultivators, 
and induced the holders of grain to open out their stores and sell at moderate rates. 

From Roghunathpore Captain Samuells reports that “the condition of the people has, 
if anything, cl ps the better the Government advances of Leon harbe Said 
the cultivating classes from all distress for the present. Amongst the laboring classes I have 
generally found the men and women in good condition, but not so the children, the majori 
of ‘whom seem half starved.”

C.— TRANSPORT or GOVERNMENT GRAIN. 


Information having reached me that the despatch of Government grain to Burrakur had 
been stopped by the Transport Officer, in consequence of thesupply of carriage to cart it away 
fast enough having failed, and а consequent large accumulation of grain having taken place, 
T left Purulia on the night of the 7th instant in company with the Commissioner, Colonel 
Dalton, to inquire into this matter. On making inquiries at Roghunathpore, I found that û 
1 number of carta were available, and at once I — 100 being started from there 
daily to Burrakur, The Relief Officer had, it appeared, во busily en in organizing 
his Relief Committees, that this most important matter had been somewhat neglected. At 
Burrakur, in conjunction with Lieutenant Eliot, arrangements were at once made for the 
supply of 150 carts daily ; and proceeding on to Nirsha and Govindpore, I there arranged for 
50 carts to be sent daily from each of those places, which number was more likely to be 
exceeded than otherwise. From Govindpore I paid visits to Tundih and Jheria, and there 
obtained promises of sufficient carts to convey away all the rice from Govindpore that would 
"be required at those places. ‘These arrangements were all completed in six days, aud as there is 
evidently no deficiency of carts, there would have been no want of the means of moving th» 
rice from Burrakur cuiek enough, had the officers whose duty it was to attend to this matter 
only given it в little more attention.

saying his caste would go if he took it; and an old brahmin at another place, after taking a 
ration of uncooked rice one day, came back the next and said he could not take any more, 
as his friends and relatives said they would put him out of caste if he accepted our rice. 
These deep-rooted and ingrained prejudices make it very difficult to deal with those in 
distress, and is unfortunately not limited to persons of high caste and respectability, but 
is even indulged in by Domes and Haris, who, although they do not despise a meal off a dead 
cow or bullu in many cases refuse to © of our nicely-cooked rice, dal, and salt, on 
the pretence of its being injurious to their assumed and fictitious claims to caste. — " 
The forms of relief in operation at Roghunathpore are thus described by Captain

The narrative for this district reports a decided improvement in the 
condition of the ple, chiefly caused by the restoration of confidence given 
by the free distribution of loans to ryots. In the places where these loans 
have been given prices have generally slightly fallen, but distress is now 
beginning to be apprehended for parts of the district about which no previous 
fears existed. Though the crops in these pergunnahs were good, yet the plesold 
off a good part of their stocks under the stimulus of high prices, and with the 
usual carelessness of semi-savages, they seem to have wasted a great deal of 
what remained. Grain is now being moved to the pergunnalis Seepur, 
Ambikanagur, Raipore, Belaidiha, Simlapal, and parts of Manbhoom and 
Burrabhoom, and it is confidently hoped that the measures which have proved 
so successful in the rest of the district will prove no less successful in these 

bs. The number of laborers on relief works is increasing, the average 

number being 13,975 against 10,445, reported in last return, and, as new works 
are opened, will doubtless continue to increase.

4. We have but a small amount of Government grain in Palamow, and this I am not 
anxious hurriedly to dispose of for two reasons: first, seeing that wo have в stock whieh 
the traders know we can at any time throw into the market, they will be less inclined to hoard 
for high prices; secdnd, I am to a certain extent pledged to the Palamow merchants not 
to interfere injuriously with their trade so long as they maintained an ample stock and were 
not too greedy in their dealings with the ryote. There appears to be no doubt that they 
have ample stock, and they have not усі shown that they are inclined to be harsh. I propose 
to make advances of rice to any ryots of Government estates wiring such assistance ; 
but I do not think we can yet afford, or that it would be expedient, at present to pay our 
coolies in rice, 

5. The arrangements made for the relief of the distressed Mahomedan families in 
Hussonabad are working in the most satisfactory manner. І have noticed this in my last 
narrative, 

6. The expenditure in Palamow has been very high, as relief works were commenced 
there at an early period. The agricultural classes as well as ordinary labourers gladly availed 
themselves of this method of subsisting through the months of scarcity, and the officers in 
the sub-division. are now of opinion that they are saving money to subsist on when the 
agriculturists have to work for themselves. B .

The distress overywhor in the sub-district may, I think, be 
safely said to arise fror a famine of labour; for in times like these it is the labouring ‘clase, 
and the very poor among the agricultural and artizan cleans poople without oredit—who 
suffer. On the whole, however, I am beginning to think that wo shall be able to pull through 
with safety without having to increase our stock of Government rice in this pergunnah, T 
shall be able to decide more confidently on this point in my next narrative. 
- Kind and prices of grain selling at one or more specified and principa! maris—The followi 
table exhibits the kind and prices of grain selling in five of the principal marts, It will be 
observed that there has been very little change in prices since last fortnight. As long as 
mowha continues as cheap as it is now, there would be no great cause for anxiety, I think, if 
rice were selling one or even two seers dearer than it is at present.

1897, 
dated 18th May, forwarding Mr. Forbes’ Palamow narrative for the fortnight 
ending on the 2nd May. Iam to request that narratives, unless they contain 
information which should be emergently brought to the Lieutenant-Governor's 
notice, may, as required by Government orders, be sent to Caleutta. 
2. Mr. Forbes’ account of the condition of affairs is on the whole 
` satisfactory, although the numbers on relief works have considerably increased. 
The results of the in-door relief at Hussennabad are very creditable to the 
local committee, upon which the thannah &ub-inspector and Syed Mahomed 
Abbas are said to be the principal members. 
8. With reference to paragraphs 8 and 4 of your letter, I am to say 
that the Lieutenant-Governor fully approves of your having directed the 
gradual enforcement of piece-work, and of your having ordered some 
reduction of daily wages, on the ground that high relief-work wages might 
keep the farm laborers off the fields.

Stare or THR Country. 

1. The bazars have generally been sufficiently supplied with food-grains to meet the 

local wantá. Rice of common and medium qualities is procurable without difficulty almost 
here in the district. Exceptions are to be met with in the north of the südder 

sub-division, and also in some parts of thanas Saguli and Tehatta, where it is rej that 
the local supply is not adequate to the demand. In the first and last named localities the 
stocks are believed to be particularly scanty, Hitherto supplies have been imported from'the 
Bongong and Meherpore sub-divisions, but it is not impossible that difficulty may be 
experienced in the rains. 1 have asked for permission to lend money to encourage imports if 
such a step may seem necessary. Mahajuns have now freely opened their golahs to the 
ryots, and considerable quantities of paddy are being advanced by them ; opportune falls of 
rain have encouraged the mahajuns, and they are no — holding back. Many of the 
jotedars and well-to-do ryots are still subsisting on paddy which they had stored, and case 
are not uncommon in which even such men are selling thoir E dhan. Persons of the ` 
better classes, who generally buy rice as they require it, have this year laid up stores in 
anticipation of famine. This will, I hope, much reduce the strain on the —
